London, Jane 17.—Alone on the 
mighty plains of Manchuria midway 
between the two great armies, the 
Russian and Japanese commanders 
will meet to sign an armistice which 
will pave the way for a peace confer- 
ence. Exchanges on this point are 
now in progress between Tokio and 
St. Petersburg, but no conclusion has 
yet been reached, It was first 
thought a preliminary protocol 
might be signed at Washington pro- 
viding for the temporary cessation 
of hostilities, Sut in view of the fact 
that this comcerns directly the armies 
in the fiela, it is believed that the 
beliigerents wiil agree that the ar- 
rangements for an armistice may be 
entrustea to Linevitch and Oyama, 
who, In such event, would be tele- 
graphed special powers to sign the 
documents. ine time limit for ithe 
armistice wit be brief, that ‘the prog- 
ress of the conference may be as- 
sisted as much as possible.

Not A Standing Army. 


Ottawa, Ont., June 12.—M:r. Borden, 
the Minister of Militia, secured the 
third reading of the bill increasing to 
$350,000 the sum which the covern- 
ment may annually spend on sai- 


aries ®"n connection with the Royal 
Military College at Kingston The 
bill empowering the government to 
imcrease the permanent -force was 
thea discussed. 

Mr. Fosier remarked that thein- 


erea8e of permanent corps looked very 
much like the establishment in Can- 
ada of the nucleus of a standing ®r- 
my. The question, in his mind was 
how far the Qutatts cam afford to 
goon that line and at the same time 
do Tull justice to the militia, which af- 
ter oll would be the backbone of any 
force we might need, for defence pur- 
poses in time of war. The South Afri- 
ean campaign had proved that what 
is wanted for an efficient defence is y 
farge Torce of men, not nevessarily 
trained soldiers, but acquainied with 
the use of the rifle. In his opinion, 
therefore, the government should 
keep down its permanent force to 
wvhat Is needed for instructional work 
among the militia. The maintenance 
of the important defences at Halifax 
and Esquimalt would cast great 
deal of money. He thought the gov- 
ernment should furnish the House 
with a carefully prepared estimate of 
how much the country would be celled 
on to pay for the defence of ithe 
places. 

Sir Frederick Borden repiicd thai 
Mr. Foster might set his mind at ease. 
The government had no intention 
whatever, of setting up a standing 
army in Canada. Their intention on 
the contrary, was to adhere ¢o the 
policy adopted shortly after confed- 
eration and to maintain depots of the 
permanent force for the purpose of 
iraining the active militia on which 
the country would have aimost ex- 
elusively to rely for its defence. In 
so far as pertained to Canada’s in- 
tention to garrison Halifax and Es- 
quuimalt with our own treops, to that 
extent we might be saidito bave set 
up the nucleus of a regular army, 
but no further.

“I shall never forget my frist view 
of the American aborigines among 
whom Tf was to work,” said the old 
priest, “it was when I was crossing 
the western plains in 1874 with Bishop 
‘Grandin, fate of St. Albert, on my way 
to my first mission. In French we 
calf the Indians “les sauvages,” and 
these people we saw were savages in 
the true sense of the work. ‘The 
women wore only a skirt and the 
men simply a little apron, or if the 
weather ‘was inclement, sometimes 
you would see them going about with 
a buffalo robe over their bare shoul- 
ders. These were the Indians of the 
plains, and I was greatly surprised to 
find as we went further north and got 
among the “Rockies” I mean the In- 
dians, not the mountains—that they 
appeared in garb so like ‘that of ‘a 
@aMa Wida ; In the swampy lands nam- 
awina; in Athabasca, namwira; in 
Labrador, nama wila. 

“But otherwise the Cree language 
is the same the continent over. 
belicve it is the richest iof the Indian 
languages and certainly is the most 
universal. From Labrador to the 
Mackenzie river you can make your 
way among the Indians with*the Cree 
fanguage; it is not the same witb 
any otners. Why? This universality 
of the language may be traced toghe 
fact that the pioneer Scotch and 
French settlers, almost without ex- 
ception, married among the Crees, be- 
cause, I believe the Crees are the 
most intelligent of ‘the Canadian In- 
dians. The place of habitation af- 
fects the Indjans in a more important 
way than in their language. It is a 
positively known fact that the In- 
dians of the plains are steadily dying 
out while the Swampies and ithe 
Rockies are just ‘as surely increasing: 
My mission registers prove the latter 
fm figures, as [I have about thirty 
baptisms of children in a year 2s 
against four or five deaths.”
